Tho theory of evolution Is simply the 


Idea thct in biology, as In every other de- 
partment of nature, everything progresses 
continuously, according to certain laws 
and by means of resident forces; and that 
no event In nature can stand Independent 
and Isolated, but has a dlrecb causal rela- 
tion to something immediately preceding 
and something immediately 
following, 


that it is truly an event—a natural, grad- 
ual out coming 
It Is opposed to tbo old 


snpornaturallsm, whloh attributes phe- 
nomena not Immediatoy understood to 
special and direct divlno acts. Instances 
of evolution of the lower order aro familiar 
to evervono, as, the development by grad- 
ual, natnral process of an egg into a 
chick 
Tho development of thu human or 


aulmal embryo, tho growth of the indi- 
vidual from infancy to maturity, and the 
unfolding of tbo mind by means of educa 
tlon or with advancing age,aro all Instances 
of evolution. Phases of social evolution 
are shown in history where constitutions, 
governments, social systems and beliefs 
are scon to progress gradually from simple 
to oomplox, from crudity toward perfec- 
tion 
The thing to bo obsoived is that In 


all these Instances change and variation 
aro tbo oblof features and that no state, 
condition or event ooines supernaturally, 
but Is casually 
related to so mo natural 


state, condition or event immediately pre- 
ceding and immediately following. 


In view of so many Instances of evolu- 


tion in naturo all around us, may we not 
conclude, indirectly, even wltbont tbo 
striking evtdenco offered by science, that 
evolution Is a universal law of naturo and 
that It has boon tho oauso of tho divergent 
species wo beo about us—species tbat 
originated from one or a few slmplo primi- 
tive types? 


It is true the evolutionary theory makes 


Ood as tho prime creator Infinitely ro- 
inoto, but all things lo nature offer .strik- 
lug HuxnosUons of God's remoteness as a 
simper oC matter 
Tho full grown fowl 


was not created In an Instant out of hand 
but was evolved from an egg, which was 
produced by another 
fowl 
similarly 


evolved, and so on back through tho ages 
From tho analogy oBered In nature by 
tho evolution of particular Individuals 
from embryo to maturity, It is ns huid to 
believe in tbo spocial and independent 
creation of each speoios ns it would be lo 
bellovo tliat evoiy mature individual In 
nature whoso growth we had not wit- 
nessed was u spoolnl creation and was not 
ovoivod from an embryo, but raado out of 
bund, full grown nnd fully dovoloped as 
we now soo it 


God Indeed broathed tho breath of life 


intu man's nostrils, but is it possible for 
tbo rational mind to believe that this was 
done literally as stated? Evolution ex- 
plains to a largo extent through what 
menus this breath of life was transmitted 
from God to man. 
At drat not to man, 


but to some lower forir, was it given, and 
tnon by means of living naturo It was 
finally transmitted to man himself, 
lor 


la splto of a meaningless theological 
Jargon, which presupposes thoeslsti'nce of 
a something somewhere only in our own 
uraniums, the instinctive fooling, whether 
oonfessoo or not, lies doep In our breasts 
that the dlfloreiioe between man and 
other animals Is not essential, but rather 
one of degree 
So-oa.led orthodoxy tries 


to [InII such ideas, It Is true, but we have 
but to bldo our time, and after a vicious 
rjKlstanoo orthodoxy will, as so often in 
tbo p'ist, ho shorn of another of Its pet 
fairy talcs, and, forced to follow In tbe 
wake of science or perish, will accept this 
"moLstroufi hensy" of evolution as It 
has beou forced to accopt Galileo's heresy. 


Instead 
of a "nonsensical jargon of 


absurdities,' 
tbe evolutionary theory Is 


tho e»uot reverse, while the independent 
orentlon theory Itself is the nonsensical 
tnood of folly, "without father bred " 
Tbe Idea of evolution as a universal law 
of nature Is one of tho grandest In the 
realm of truth. 
It pushes back tbe mys- 


tery of origin an Immeasurable distance, 
and constructs out of hitherto seeming 
chaos a sublime svsteui of law and order 
whose possibilities for tbo future aro in- 
calculable. It smacks of the truth with- 
out proof and needs but to bo conceived 
nlearly to be accepted.

\Vasbington, Deo. 34.—An appeal to the 


generosity of the American people In be- 
half of the starving Cubans will be made 
very shortly. 
It will have all of the force 


which Indorsement of Its merits by this 
government can give It. Arrangements 
are about completed for the admission of 
contributions from this country free of 
duty. 
Provision has also been made for 


distribution in each a -way that tho givers 
may be certain their charity will reach 
those for whom It la intended, tbo non- 
combatant population, tho so-called re- 
concentrados. 
It may be that this gov- 


ernment will constitute tbe consular ser- 
vice in Cnba tha medlnm through which 
tbe relief shall reach tbe sick and starv- 
ng thousands. 
This government will 


certify to the gnat nepd of help on the 
strength of tbe most recent report* of ooo- 
•nli all parti of the bland. Thew reports 


suow that Spanish resources are utterly 
inadequate to meet tbe demands, and 
that no matter how willing the new cap- 
tain general may be to chaiige conditions 
tbe starvation and consequent mortality 
must go on, unless tbe president of tbe 
United States comes to the rescue. The 
American consuls placo the number of 
suffering people at about 250,000, 
Most 


of them are too far gone to take advan 
tage of the new orders permitting them 
to return to the cultivation i.f the soil 
even If those orders are given In good 
faicb, wblob some of the consuls ve'ry 
much doubt. 
Between tbeso hundreds of 


thousands of paclflcos and death from 
starvation of disease thero is nothing now 
but tho possibiity of succor from «he 
United States. It has been hard for 
Spanish pride to admit even taoitly tbe 
horrors of the sltnation. After much 
negotiation tbe admission has been prac- 
tically made, and the people of the United 
States will be given to understand that 
Spain will gladly weloomo help in the 
undoing of Weylei's awful work.
